Why ‘Star Wars’ can’t work 



Parnas: resigned from SDI panel 


“Why Strategic Defense Initiative Soft¬ 
ware Cannot be Trustworthy” will be 
explained by Dr. David L. Parnas, Lans¬ 
downe Professor at UVic Oct. 29 at 7:30 
p.m. in the UVic Cornett Building, Room 
B112. 

Parnas is a widely respected computer 
scientist who made headlines in Canada 
and the United States in June when he 
resigned as consultant to the American 
Strategic Defense Initiative Organiza¬ 
tion (SDIO) project, commonly called 
“Star Wars.” 
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He is a member of the UVic Computer 
Science Department which is sponsoring 
his talk to shed some light on the general 
question of what can be done with 
computers. 

When Parnas resigned from the Panel 
on Computing in Support of Battle Man¬ 
agement convened by SDI he submitted a 
detailed explanation of why he believed 
the software required by the SDI would 
not be trustworthy. In his talk at UVic, 
Parnas will present his reasons for 
resigning from the panel and discuss: 

• why he says we are unable to build 
software that is right the first time it is 
used. 

• the aspects of the “Star Wars” prob¬ 
lem that make it especially difficult from 
a software point of view. 

• the reasons he says that certain new 
software technologies will not make it 
possible to build a trustworthy software 
system for SDI. 

Parnas' talk is technical and he will not 
discuss political or strategic aspects of 
SDI. It will be open to the public, with 
time provided for a question and answer 
period. 

His talk is based on a paper by him 
published in the September edition of 
American Scientist. Reprints of the 
paper are now available in the Computer 
Science Department office. 


UVic aims at closer ties 
with local industry 


Funding to establish university- 
industry liaison offices at each of British 
Columbia’s three universities was 
announced Oct. 7 by Tom Siddon, fed¬ 
eral Minister of State for Science and 
Technology, and Pat McGeer, Minister 
of Universities, Science and Communi¬ 
cations for B.C. 

UVic receives $142,500 for the first 
year and will receive $642,650 in funding 
for the office over five years. 

The establishment of the office at 
UVic is the first phase in a long-range 
plan designed to improve the transfer of 
technology from the university to indus¬ 
try, to promote industry and university 
collaborative research and to stimulate 
the entrepreneurial potential of UVic’s 
faculty, students and research asso¬ 
ciates, and entrepreneurs in the 
community. 

UVic President Dr. Howard Petch 
said the university-industry liaison 
office can play a key role in enhancing 
links between the university and the 
community at large. 

Petch pointed out that UVic already 
has many links with business and 
industry. A recent survey showed that 
over 80 per cent of local high technology 
companies utilize the University’s 
resources. 

Research grants and contracts to 
UVic faculty have grown to more than 
$7 million from $4.4 million in 1980. 


Most of the research is funded by federal 
government agencies. 

Although most of the research is fun¬ 
damental in nature, there has been a 
growth in applied research in recent 
years. 

During the past five years, the number 
of patents held by the university 
increased from zero to three in the Uni¬ 
ted States and three in Canada. 

Two of the inventions owned by the 
university have been licenced for manu¬ 
facture and sale and are producing 
royalties. 

The university also has ties with 
industry through its Co-operative Edu¬ 
cation Program which places hundreds 
of UVic students in work terms with 
many companies across Canada. 

The funding for the offices in B.C. uni¬ 
versities is the first under a five-year $20 
million Subsidiary Agreement on 
Science and Technology signed between 
the provincial and federal governments 
in July of this year. 

Siddon said he was “delighted that 
these plans have been implemented so 
quickly. The universities need enhanced 
technology transfer and the sooner it 
happens the better.” 

McGeer pointed out that there are a 
number of B.C. companies which are 
spin-offs from university research. “The 
liaison offices will encouraged the activ¬ 
ity to boom.” 


Here’s a gentle way to kick the habit 


According to a recent survey of first-year 
student smokers on campus, three out of 
four would prefer to quit. Now Ph.D. can¬ 
didate Tom Perry is out to make it easy 
for them to do so. Perry’s Ph.D. disser¬ 
tation in psychology involves smoking 
cessation and relapse prevention and he 
is recruiting student smokers for an 
experimental smoking-cessation study 
based on an already effective program. 

Applicants will participate in an exper¬ 
iment to determine whether the smoking 
cessation method can be improved still 
further. 

Perry explains that no adversive proce¬ 
dures are used and the treatment is to be 
personalized on a one-to-one basis. Antic¬ 
ipated quit dates, chosen by the individ¬ 
ual, will be after Jan. 1, 1986 and after 
several counselling sessions beginning in 
November. 

The program is based on what Perry 


calls a “gradual fading strategy,” with 
participants monitoring their smoking 
habits, changing to brands with less nico¬ 
tine and tar, decreasing their smoking 
and finally quitting. Perry will monitor 
progress and do a follow-up after the quit 
date. 

Perry knows from experience how diffi¬ 
cult it is to stop smoking. “Addictive 
behavior has a high resistance to 
change,” he says. “This program is based 
on a highly successful one which has a 
46-per-cent abstinence rate after six 
months.” 

Perry was a heavy smoker for 22 years 
but has been an abstainer from nicotine 
for nine years. 

Anyone interested in participating in 
the experimental project can receive more 
information from the Health Centre, 
Counselling or Psychology offices before 
the end of October. 


Shoyama reports 
from Macdonald Commission

nary faculty group in co-operation with 
the Victoria chapter of the Council of 
Canadians, will examine such issues as 
the Macdonald Royal Commission 
Report and free trade. 

Shoyama, a member of the Macdonald 
Royal Commission, speaks on “Eco¬ 
nomic, Social and Political Pathways for 
Canada to the Y’ear 2000: A View from the 
Macdonald Royal Commission,” Oct. 23. 

Responding to Shoyama will be Hurtig, 
an outspoken Canadian nationalist.

The video, produced by University of 
Victoria Television Productions in associ¬ 
ation with the Peace Child Film Project 
Committee, highlights an evening mark¬ 
ing United Nations Disarmament Week, 
beginning at 7:30 p.m. in MacLaurin 144. 

The evening will be hosted by Dr. Mur¬ 
ray Edwards of UVTP and guest speak¬ 
ers include Linda Schlechte Petch, Dr.

Under the leadership of director/ 
drama teacher Lina De Guevara and 
musical director Mark Halleman of 
Kaleidoscope Theatre School, a group of 
talented youngsters aged 13 to 17 per¬ 
formed the first theatrical production of 
Peace Child in Canada. UVTP produced 
the documetnary video of this 
performance. 

The original Peace Child book, written 
by Bernard Benson, was publsihed in 
England. The Peace Child Foundation 
was born in London, England, in 1981 
and the theatrical performance of Peace 


Child was created by a number of people 
active in the peace movement. The pro¬ 
duction premiered in the Royal Albert 
Hall with a cast of more than 300 child¬ 
ren, led by film actress Susannah York. 

The international response to Peace 
Child has generated more than a 
hundred theatrical presentations in the 
United States, Europe and Russia. 

The show was first presented in the 
U.S.A. in the Kennedy Center Concert 
Hall in Washington, D.C. The success of 
this show generated the demand for the 
Peace Child Study Guide for Schools. 

The guide, comprised of 12 lessons, cov¬ 
ers a broad spectrum beginning with sim¬ 
ple imaginings about a peaceful world to 
the questions we are facing in the reality 
of today. 

The Peace Child video, in Beta or VHS 
one-half-inch tapes, will be available 
from the offices of UVTP at UVic. The 
video can be used as an adjunct to a lec¬ 
ture series, a visual aid with the Peace 
Child Study Guide , to assist in develop¬ 
ing a theatrical performance or as a posi¬ 
tive message of hope to share within a 
community.

Engineering adds a prof 


Dr. Adam Zielinski has been appointed 
an associate professor in the Department 
of Electrical Engineering, effective Sept. 
1 . 

Zielinski received B.Eng. (1965), 
M.Eng. (1967) and Ph.D. (1971) degrees 
from Wroclaw Technical University, 
Poland, all in electrical engineering. In 
1967 he joined the Faculty of Electronics 
at the same university where he was 
involved in teaching and research on 
remote control and telemetry systems. In 
1972 he was awarded a Japanese Govern¬ 
ment Fellowhsip tenable at the Tokyo 
Institute of Technology where he con¬ 
ducted research on data transmission 
and digital filtering. 

In 1974 he joined the Department of 
Electrical Engineering at the University 
of New Brunswick, as a Postdoctoral 
Fellow where he worked on the resolution 
problem of overlapping radar/sonar 
signals. 

Since 1975 he has been with Memorial 
University of Newfoundland, recently as 
Chairman of Electrical Engineering 
(1984-85). In 1982-83 he spent his sabbati¬ 
cal leave at the University of Hawaii and 
Tokoyo Institute of Technology working 
on technical aspects of tsunami warning 
systems. 

His areas of expertise and current inter¬ 
ests include applied underwater acous¬ 
tics, acoustic communication, specialized 
sonars, ocean electronic instrumentation 
and signal processing. He has developed 
several novel concepts and instruments 
which are documented in a number of 
publications, reports and patents. 

He was the principal investigator in an 
NSERC strategic grant pertaining to 
acoustic sensing of ocean sediments, and 
project director in a PRAI grant aimed 
towards the improvement of acoustic 
methods for iceberg measurements. He 
organized and participated in several 
ocean trials to test newly developed sys¬ 
tems and instruments. 

He intends to pursue similar research 
objectives at UVic. 

One of his first assignments at the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria involves the teaching 
of Electronics and Linear Circuits and he 
is currently involved with the develop¬ 
ment of state-of-the-art laboratories for 
these courses.

George is a carver, linguist and role model 


George Louis, a 73-year-old native Indian 
carver and UVic student, spent a week 
with Tahsis Lumber Company officials 
in the woods near Gold River early this 
year, seeking the right tree from which to 
carve a Nootka whaling canoe for a Dan¬ 
ish museum. 

He found the right tree, a red cedar, 600 
to 800 years old, and the lifelong carver 
addressed the tree before it was felled. 

“You are going to a cold, far place, a 
place you don’t know,” he said. “And now 
I want you to come down quietly and 
without shattering.” 

“It was a solemn moment,” Louis 
recalled recently, after returning from 
three months in Denmark. “And that tree 
fell, quietly without shattering.” 

From the tree a 55-foot log was shipped 
to a maritime museum in Rosklite, Den¬ 
mark, where Viking ships, and Inuit and 
early Greenland vessels were on display. 

George Louis and his sons Stuart and 
Simon spent three months, beginning in 
March, carving a 36-foot canoe in a shed 
outside the museum. They drew apprecia¬ 
tive crowds and a great deal of press cov¬ 
erage during their visit. 

A crowd of about 2,000 people including 
the Canadian ambassador were on hand 
for the launching of the canoe into a fjord 
before it was placed on permanent dis¬ 
play in the museum. Louis named the 


canoe Wikinanis which means “first¬ 
born son” in the Nootka language. 

Louis, who learned the traditional craft 
of carving from his grand-uncles and 
grandmother, carved canoes for a living 
in Ahousat during the 1930s, selling them 
to prospectors and others in the Tofino 
area. 

Now he contents himself with making 
models and with attending classes in lin¬ 
guistics and anthropology at UVic. 

He has been attending classes since 
1977 when he enrolled in the Native 
Indian Language Program, a one-year 
program for teachers of Native Indian 
languages. 

“I found it interesting and decided to 
stay,” he explains. 

Dr. Barry Carlson of the Linguistics 
Department calls Louis “one of the 
world’s experts on the Nootka language. 
Much of what we know about the Nootka 
language is from George.” 

The Nootka language was oral rather 
than written, but is now writen thanks in 
large part to Louis. 

Louis, who is close to completing a 
degree program, says he decided to keep 
attending university because he is con¬ 
cerned about the drop-out rate among 
young Native Indians. 

“Maybe I can be a model for younger 
people,” he says.

End bent rims 

An Open Letter to all Cyclists 

Given that 

1. No money is available for new bike racks at 
this time and, 

2. Everyone would rather use the racks than 
hang their bikes from any available object. 

Kryptonite-style locks are not intended prim¬ 
arily to be used to attach a bicycle to a post or 
rack. Their main purpose is to prevent the 
wheels from being stolen off the bike. A bike 
locked together with a Kryptonite lock is also 
difficult to pick up and carry away inconspicu¬ 
ously. As the racks on campus are inconvenient 
(or impossible) to use with such locks, I would 
like to let you share my solution. 

I have one Kryptonite style and one thick 
cable + padlock type lock. The Kryptonite lock 
secures the wheels to the frame and the cable 


secures the whole bicycle to the rack. The outlay 
of fifteen extra dollars for the second lock has 
been well worth the convenience of locking up 
to any rack, anywhere on campus. For those of 
you who worry about the so called tire-bender 
concrete racks, simply put the rear tire of the 
bike in the slot with the pedal toward the back 
and resting on the top of the concrete rack. 
Because the cable through the wheel prevents 
the wheel from turning forward, the pedal can¬ 
not move upward and the bike holds itself up 
against the pressure applied by the cable. If 
enough cyclists try this method, maybe we can 
clean the campus up and get some use out of the 
racks provided.
